‘The 
accused, bhas O'Leary, was not identified 
at all, and John Harty was identified by only 
one witness. During the trial Hi Majesty's 
Gonimission of Assize waa being Weld in Cork 
for trial of felonies and misdemeanouts 
Courts were sitting under the Restoration of 
Order, in Ireland Act, and there was no dis- 
turbance, no insurrection, and no state of war 
then exieting m the City of Cork. It wae 
submitted that there was no necessity for the 
interference of any Military Court. 

The Lord Chief Justice eaid that he did not 
like to. express any opinion on ay ¢ of these 
eco The point was as regards 
War existing to instify the exist 


ion of fact, 
and, as it has been sworn distinctly that there 
was no such state of war existing, that case 
had to be met. That being so, he would 
ve the conditional order. He wished it to 
distinetly understood that he was not ex- 
pressing any opinion regarding the final decision 
of the Court on any of these pointe. His 
lordship made an order directing service of 
notice of the conditional order upon General 
Strickland, the Governor of the Detention 
Eilroia in Cork, and ‘the Chief Crown.

They refuse to 
enter into negotiations; they refuse to 
make any truce which would involve the 
surrender of arms. Their refusal has put 
a malign spell on the vast majority of the 
Irish peóple who are thirsting for truce. 
The Prime Minister asks, as we have 
sked, for even one Irishman who will 
volunteer to break the spell.. He believes, 
as we believe, that one really great Irish- 
man could break it. 
Such an Irishman would brush all 
formule and formalities out of his path 
and would go instantly to the root of the 
matter. He would realise that terms of 
truce—éven of the surrender of arms— 
were questions of secondary importance. 
‘fhe essential thing is the bringing of the 
parties together, for everybody knows that | 
at this moment the large principles 
[rish settlement are accepted tacitly by 
the British Government and by the whole 
people of Ireland. Agreement on prin- 
ciples means an ultimate agreement, 
through compromise, on details. One con- 
dition, however—an absolutely vital con- 
dition—must-be fulfilled before the parties 
can be brought together. The campaign 
of crime must cease. So long as the land 
runs with blood—so long as the murder of 
police and soldiers on the one hand, and 
consequent acts of repression and punish- 
ment on the other, keep passions inflamed 
on both sides of the Channel—negotiations 
must be impossible. ‘Terms of truce can- 
not be arranged without an armistice ; 
terms of settlement cannot be discussed 
without a truce; neither truce nor settle- 
ment can be won while the furies of civil 
war run loose in Ireland. It is to our- 
selves, not to ‘the British Government, 
that we must look for the first—the all- 
important—-movement towards peace. The

Crime and Truce. 


Yesterday both Houses of Parliament 
felt the influence of the holiest season of 
the Christian year, and appeals were made 
for an “ Easter Peace ” in Ireland. What 
is Ireland's answer to these honest over- 
tures? We suppose that more blood has 
been shed during the first half of “Holy 
Week ” than in any week since the Easter 
Rebellion of five years ago. The growing 
desire of all good Irishmen for peace— 
encouraged by not a few auspicious events 
in the political ‘world—has been mocked 
with a new and horrible outburst of 
organised violence. Some eighty persons— 
servants of the Crown, armed Republicans, 
and innocent citizens—have been hurried 
to their doom during the last five days. 
It is a hideous rofl, and it stands like a 
mountain between Ireland and all her 
hopes of security, settlement, and unity. 
In the various ambushes a score of gallan 
soldiers lost their lives. The ish 
people have been thrilled by the story of 
the splendid stand of the Royal Fusiliers 


the cruel deaths of lads who bore no 
malice against Ireland, Policemen have 
been murdered with no opportunity of e- 
fence. The Republicans, too, have suffered 
heavy losses, and the week has brought 
mourning and bereavement into dozens of

Ocean Freights. 


The report of the Imperial Shipping 
Committee provides further evidence of 
the ties that bind the Dominions to the 
mother country, and its recommendations 
are calculated to strengthen those ties. 
The Committee, on which all the chief 
units of the Empire were represented, was 
appointed in 1918 to “inquire into all 
matters connected with ocedn freights and 
facilities and on all matters connected with 
the development and improvement of the 
sea communications between the different 
parts of the Empire.” Many trade interests 
were involved, but every member of 
the Committee signed the report. The 
main point under consideration was the 
legal liability of shipowners for the safe 
carriage and delivery of goods committed 
to their charge and their habit of con- 
tracting themselves out of their common 
law liability. There is a general demand 
for legislation to prevent them from 
contracting out of this liability in respect. 
of “ carriers’ risks,” and the Committee 
suggests “uniform legislation throughout 
the British Empire,” in order to check the 
practice. Its recommendations, however, 
do not stop there. In order to avert the 
possibility that different interpretations 
may be given to the new law in different 
countries it suggests the appointment of 
a special tribunal that shall be “common 
to the Empire."’ Legislation. of the kind 
would be very valuable, and we cannot 
doubt that all the Parliaments concerned 
willy hasten to act on the report.

America’s Dilemma. 

The new President of the United States | 
is beginning to discover what many another | 
politician has learned to his sorrow. An | 
election programme is one thing on a | 
party platform; it is ‘something very | 
different. in the chair of office. The 
American Congress will. meet early in 
April, when President Harding must 
unfold the policy of his Administration, 
not as a series of vague and all- 
embracing promises, but as a set of 
practical proposals. In foreign affairs 
the President’s sheet-anchor is the 
Monroe Doctrine and the shibboleth of 
his party is “Away from Europe.” Poli- 
tically this ideal might be possible 
although its achievement would be i 
omy experience for the United States. 
onomically it is utterly impossible. To 
reconcile the political with the economic 
desires of his supporters is the President's 
task. How he proposes to perfdrm it’ we 
do not know. In politics the Republicans 
want to have nothing whatever to do with 
European affairs. In economics their anxiety 
to do business with Europe is so great 
that Mr. Herbert Hoover, the new Secre- 
tary of Commerce, is engaged at present 
on the organisation of a huge development 
of America’s foreign trade. The President, 
however, was elected as a Protectionist 
and has decided already to re-enact the 
Fordney Emergency Tariff. Bill which 
President Wilson very wisely vetoed. He 
intends, on the one hand, therefore, to 
support Mr. Hoover's plan for the ex- 
pansion of exports, but, on the other, to 
raise a tariff wall against imports from 
Europe. These policies are quite incom- 
patible with each other. If America 
exports goods to Europe, one presumes 
that she will require to be paid for them. 
In that event she will 4nd that a pro- 
hibitive tariff will nip Mr, Hoover’s ad- 
mirable scheme in the bud. . Europe needs 
American goods, but she cannot possibly 
purchase them unless she is allowed to 
send some of her produce across the 
Atlantic in return. President Harding, 
then, must abandon one or other of his 
economic policies. If he wants to sell 
goods to he must knock down his 
tariff wall; if he cannot do without his 
tariffs, he must renounce his trading 
schemes. Should he succeed in rescuing 
himself from this pretty dilemma, he will 
find himself.on the horns of another. He 
cannot promote economic intercourse with 
Europe and stand aloof in politics at the 
same time, The new President is a shrewd 
man of affairs, who is notlikely to waste 
much time in a vain endeavour to square 
a circle. Clearly, he must find- a com- 
promise between the conflicting wishes of 
his followers..

Yet, within a few mc! we find ie 
same orator delivering a philippic agains 
the sort of Socialism which derives such 
strength as it certainly its 
inspiration and probably its pecuniary 
support—from the Bolshevist organisation. 
Persomally, I do not think that the 
Socialist movement will ever take a very 
dangerous and predatory’ form in this 
country, for the simple reason that the 
mass of Englishmen is, on the whole, 
fairly level-headed, and not at all induced 
to. embrace revolutionary ideas or to fly 
into sudden panics—less so, perhaps, than 
some of fts ralers. 

On the Consolidated Fund Bill in the 
House of Commons Mr. Acland seized the 
opportanity to initiate yet another full- 
dress debate on Ireland. On the whole, 
his speech fairly carried out his promise 
to be uncontroversial, but he aroused a 
little storm by an unmeasured attack on 
the character of the “ Black and Tans.” 
His solution for the present problem was 
based upon the analogy of Lord Kitchener 
and the Boers. He would have the Govern- 
ment enter into unconditional] negotia- 
tions with Dail Fireann, and meanwhile 
declare a truce. In his opinion, the Sinn 
Feiners did not really want an indepen- 
dent Republic or a separate navy. 

He was followed by Sir Samuel Hoare, 
who stated—the Chief Secretary nodding 
assent—that the Black and Tans had been 
nearly tall absorbed into the regular 
R.LC., and paid a tribute. to the 
Auxiliaries, a fine body of men, who 
needed a better organisation, and to be 
placed with all the other Crown forces 
under a single command. He deprecated 
the holding of ‘elections in Southern Ire- 
land. until order was more assured and 
moderate men could come forward.

been greatly aggravated by the policy 
pursued by the Executive during the last 
six months. Notwithstanding all assur- 
ances to the contrary, lawlessness and 
erime were as rampant as ever, while the 
methods pursued by the Government had 
alienated popular sympathy to an almost 
incalculable degree. On the subject of re- 
risals, he complained that the Irish 

ecutive had failed in their duty by not 
unishing with sufficient vigour those who 
had been guilty of, outrages which rivalled 
the worst acts of masters in crime. Let 
the Government ,he proceeded, with the 
approach of Easter call a truce without 
laying down impossible conditions.
